"No me>re precious gift has ever

come to the University of Virginia.
The tears quickly mount te> the eye at

the thought of these gallant vining

spirits passing from this heaven ot

youth anel opportunity to the ways ot

suffering and deaths but these tears

are wiped away by the revelation of

Ood's goodness, in thus leading them
to the mountain tops of honor and
glorious service. For let it be re¬

membered by the endless procession
of youth who shall gaze with awe

upon these names, that in lite they
knew and were ruled by the highest
emotions, and in death they teach the

highest lesson, the very root matter

of all our wisdom.the lesson of duty
and of service. And their pupils are

those who, like unto themselves, are

'the roses and the fair expectancy oi
the State.'"

When it comes to anything "free"
most of us like to get our share of it,
and as free seeds ari' the only subsidy
the planters of the South, or tl/e
tanner of the North, get from Cycle
Sam, Congress has determinedto con*
thUM the distribution. But what a

price the recipients pay for their 5
cents worth of seeds, for the same

system on a much greater scale allows
the trusts anel combines to receive
enormous subsidies through the pro¬
tective tariff and other special privi¬
leges. All these subsidies from the

government, petty and great, are paid
from the taxes collected from the
people and tbe farmers pay, on the

average, $10C for the 5 cents, they re¬

ceive, for in addition to their share of

the taxes, the subsidized trusts, pro¬
tected by thc- tariff, add to the price
they charge for their products so that
the cost of living has advanced about
40 per cent.

Hon. William J. Bryan has been
endorsed for President by the Demo¬

cratic Judicial Convention of sixteen
counties ot Northern Ohio. The re¬

solutions, which were adopted, "de¬
clare that Bryan would have been re¬

nominated and elected in 1904 had the

trusts not stolen the nomination from

him," and that the National demo¬

cracy will nominate him in 1908 by
acclamation. A majority of the
Democrats are doubtless in accord
with the Ohioans in the matter and
free silver being no longer an issue
Mr. Bryan, backed by all of the Demo¬
crats of the country and many of the

independent Republicans, would be
the strongest candidate that could be
nominated by his party. Mr. Bryan

bearer of the democracy of the

country.
